Of Senate Considers Pro­ 


posal Despite Objections

als for a census of the unemployed 
received consideration 
today by a 
sen ate commerce subcommittee, de­ 
spite the opposition of President 
Roosevelt. 
The commerce departm ent's busi­ 
ness advisory council 
and 
other 
groups advocating the census have 
contended it is the best m eans of 
determ ining the exact num ber of 
idle. 
President Roosevelt said at his 
’‘less conference Tuesday that he 
believed such a census would add 
little Information to th at already 
available. 
The unemployed total is estim at­ 
ed 
at 
about 9.000.000 by the two 
agencies which make regular cal­ 
culations: 
The national industrial 
conference board and the American 
Federation of I*ahor. Their figures, 
however, do not represent a person- 
by-person check. 
The num ber of persons at work in 
non agricultural industries in March 
was ©situated last night at 34.138.- 
OOO by the bureau of labor statis­ 
tics, 
It. was a gain of 8.241,000 over 
March, 1933. 
Although the total was only I,- 
239,000 lower than the figure for 
March, 1929, Secretary Perkins said 
it does not mean that unemploy­ 
ment has been reduced to within 
that margin of the 1929 level. 
"A very considerable increase in 
the num ber of employables,” she 
said, "has taken place during the 
last eight years due to normal pop­ 
ulation growth, x x x 
"T he recovery of m anufacturing 
employm ent to a level substantial­ 
ly equal to that of March, 1929, is 
particularly striking." 
Some officials have 
advocated 
th at the enumeration of idle which 
normally would he included in the 
1940 population census be moved up 
to this or next year. 
They pointed out th at the cost of 
tho entire 1930 population census 
—$13,000,000—was a small fraction 
of the $1,500,000,000 which the P res­ 
ident has asked for 
relief in the 
next fiscal year. 
It would be good 
business, they said, to know just 
how many people need relief. 
Amid this debate, a second group 
of industrialists and labor represen­ 
tatives will confer with Secretary 
Perkins tomorrow on the collective 
bargaining provisions of th e W ag­ 
ner act.

W hat ha* happened is that the govern 
m eat has boosted its standard of living 
But the tendency in government is to add 
expenditures m ore rapidly than it is pos­ 
sible to add income. Families have that 
trouble, too. but because their credit is lim­ 
ited they don t usually huve It very long 
at a time. In other words, families always 
sail closer to the rocks of « “loose fiscal 
policy’’ than the federal government, be­ 
cause It can go into debt further. 
No. economy isn t easy. To save money 
is painful. W orthy purposes m ust he neg­ 
lected. The standard of 
living 
m ust 
be 
brought down. Pennies must be pinched. In 
all probability, certain necessities m ust be . 
sacrificed. These things are obvious, but 
they are not. obvious yet to representatives, 
senators and Jobholders In W ashingtou. 
Until they become obvious, the federal 
'governm ent’s budget never will be balanced. 
Unless they become obvious, it will be pain- 
fully plain th a t ihe government bas been 
growing more rapidly than the men who 
are responsible for operating it 


Labor Leader Sees Danger 
uglier Edict 


Almighty Gold 
/ 'O LD . as everyone knows, is the lifeblood 
of the western world. Unim portant in 
Itself, it is indispensable In its relationship 
to other things. It Is necessary, therefore, 
to try to understand gold 
F or instance, It is interesting to know 
that on April 27 the United States had gold 
reserves 
of 
l l 1.7*1 200.018. 
measured, 
of 
course, in what Al Smith once tailed ’ bo­ 
loney” dollars. 
In old-fasioned dollars, the reserves would 
be worth only $6,957,975,OOO. W hy were the 
dollars changed from 25.8 grains of gold to 
a little more than 15 grains? The change 
made the price of gold, as measured in 
dollars, Jump from the old price of 120.87 
an ounce to the present price of JJS an 
ounce, which many economists say is bound 
to ditvp in the near future. 
The answer is that the government be­ 
lieved it could raise commodity prices by 
putting less gold behind Its dollar* and 
thereby making them cheaper. In that way, 
more dollars would he forced into circula­ 
tion. more of them would be accumulated 
by individuals who owed debts, the debts 
would be easier to pay and the end of the 
depression would be reached more quickly. 
Greatly simplified, that is the story of 
gold under the new deal. Commodity prices 
did rise. Dollars circulated more rapidly. 
Presumably, a lot of debts were paid off in 
these dollars. 
Bul 
at 
present there are 
rum ors of an impending change in the gold 
content of the dollar, an upward change 
which would 
make the dollar more val­ 
uable. In other words, instead of IOO of 
them being required for a given tran sac­ 
tion. maybe 95, or 90, of them would pur- 
chase the same value. Commodity prices, 
some say, now are too high. 
In view of the great difficulty of under­ 
standing these things on the spur of the 
moment, it seem s like a good idea to get 
set foi 
another possible period of com ­ 
plexity over the m ystery of a m anaged cur­ 
rency. 


A Good Irigh Idea 
A N INTERESTING provision in the pro- 
* * poe.id constitution for Ireland, published 
last week by President Eamonn de Valera. 
is th at dealing with election of senators. 
T here would be 60 of them. l l nominated 
by the prime minister, and the remaining 
49 elected by the state. Thus, the govern­ 
m ent could retain a working nucleus, and 
the electorate still would control the ma 
Jority, an admirable stabilizing device 
But the interesting thing is the feet that 
the 30 senators would be elected as repre- 
s e d a tiv e s of economic and cultural sec 
lions, instead of geographical sections. Hat! 
a dozen would be chosen by universities. 
O ther aspects of national life — language, 
agriculture, fishing, 
organised 
and 
unor­ 
ganized labor, industry, commerce, public 
adm inistration and social service — would 
be represented. 
In the United States, senators 
develop 
these in terests sometimes, but frequently 
they simply lose out in the shuffle. For ex 
ample, who a re th e gentlem en in the pres­ 
ent United S tates looking out for fishing 
and iitroris nixed labor? Somebody ju st try 
to answer that.'

ERLIN—-Adolf Hitler, passing Into the 
49th year of his momentous life, is a 
mystical figure respected, feared, even hated 
by millions, yet loved by few. It is no secret 
that the lives of all politicians arc In con-

danger from

aw are of the special danger which confronts 
dictators, not from (ran k s but from politi- 
cal opponents driven to desperation by dic­ 
tatorial m ethods of controlling opposition. 
Hitler gives no outward evidence of con­ 
cern for iiiB safety, but he is being guarded 
as never before 
As be drives through th? 
crowded streets of N u m b e rs day after day 
each autumn during the annual Nazi co n ­ 
vention, he invariably stands erect In his 
car. an easy target. 
During the annual Thanksgiving day ex­ 
ercises of the farm ers of Germany on the 
Rueckeberg In 
the (alley of the 
W eser 
river, he walks through hundreds of thou­ 
sands of G erm ans to the elevated rostrum. 
He gives the impression of one in a trance 
—of one who believes him self divinely or­ 
dained to fulfill a mission. 
Hermann 
Goerlng 
prem ier of Prussia, 
made seeming reference to a possible a t­ 
tempt on Der F u e h re rs life when on March 
21. anniversary of G erm any's decision to 
re arni. despite the Versailles treaty, he ad ­ 
dressed the nation. 
He used the following words, which wore 
stricken from the official report: "Let all 
those who believe that, perhaps as a last 
resort, they ran overpower Germ any by 
murder or cowardly assassinations, be told 
that in surh a case. too. the ardent love of 
the whole people will form a m ost secure 
wall around the Fuehrer and his trusted 
followers. Woe to him who there plays 
with fire: Not only he, not only a num ber, 
hut all who are of his view' and this spirit, 
will burn to cinders"*

th.! conclusion of a study of social and cill 
tural movements of the last 2.50(1 years bv 
Prof 
Pitirim A 
Sorokin, chairman of the 
sociology departm ent at Harvard university. 
After an analysis of 902 wars and 1,615 
internal disturbances in the last 2.500 years, 
Prof. Sorokin reported that the war index 
for tho 20th century reached a "total eight 
times greater than that for all the preoed 
ing centuries." according to The New- A'ork 
Times. Further information contained in 
the report, as published bv The Time*, fob 
low s: 
“The average man ut the 13th century 
had 6.500 more chances to die peacefully 
iii bed than his descendant in the 20th." 
Prof. Sorokin believes. 
The crisis facing the world today, the 
survey concluded, is neither purely eco­ 
nomic nor political, but due to decay in the 
type of eultuie that has dominated western 
civilization for 500 years. The dawn of the 
present century marked a definite break 
with the past. with the present generation 
revolting against tradition in art. literature, 
philosophy and religion, in war and revo­ 
lution and even in the field of science 
“ The organism of tho western 
society 
and culture seems to have not merely i 
num ber of local and superficial ailments." 
Prof. Sorokin remarked, “but to be under­ 
going one of the deepest crises of it? life 
In this sense we are experiencing one of 
the sharpest turns on the historical ro a d .' 
"Transitional periods amli as the one we 
are in now. are the periods of notable in. 
crease of w ar activity intl war magnitude. ’ 
the su rre y reported. 
The popular belief of the disappearance 
of w ar with the progress of civilization 
was found to be unsupported by facts 
’ The popular belief that in the history 
of any given nation th 
war movement tends 
to increase in the periods of its decline 
and is low in the period of its sociocultural, 
political and economic blossoming,” the sui 
vey continues, “is hi^erl upon mere wish 
and is contradicted by the facts. 
"If anything, the periods of greatest socio 
cultural, political and economic blossoming 
of the nations studied coincide with the 
maximum of the belligerent activities of the 
nation.” 
A 
study of war 
in individual 
nations 
showed that Spain led with wars occurring 
during 67 percent cf the years of her his 
tory. Germany was lowest with war occur 
ring in 28 percent of the years of her his­ 
tory. Bogland wa- 
alod at 56 percent; 
France, 50 percent 
Italy. 36 percent: Rus- 
sin. 46 percent; ancient Greece, 57 percent, 
and ancient Rome, to percent. AVar years 
w ere counted as a v >ear in which war 
occurred, although many wars lasted less 
than a year.
